In Applicant's after final amendment, Applicant states Leyendecker discloses a 
trainer 431 of figure 4 that reviews the entire frequency spectrum, not samples. 
However, as stated in the previous office action, figure 4 shows components that 
receive the RF signal and then samples the signal. The analog down converter 423 
receives the RF output signal and the ADC 424 samples the RF signal and forwards the 
sampled signal to additional components of the receiver. In addition. Applicant states 
the means for sampling (which samples at selected frequencies to measure power in 
narrow bandwidths) as disclosed does not correspond to the teachings of Leyendecker. 
However, with all RF transmitters, a carrier at a specific frequency modulates data. The 
broadcast frequency is approximately 940 MHz in this reference (column 6, lines 13-21). 
The receiver is tuned to receive the transmitted frequency (column 6, lines 38-50). The 
signal is then downconverted and used to correct the predistortion. The power of the RF 
signal output from the power amplifier is corrected. The sampling of the signal will occur 
at this specific carrier frequency. 

Jones et al (US 5,920,808) teaches the receiver receiving the carrier frequency 
of the transmitted signal (column 6, lines 9-19) to reduce the power of the RF signal by 
correcting the predistorter.
